The lee- 
turer advised his audience to look through 
tunes they knew, and see what their form 
or plan was. From that to the construction 
of a movement was a very short step, and 
analysis helped one to listen to the perform- 
ance of music. 

A SANDWICH FORM. 

Dr. Buck proceeded to trace the growth 
of ‘form, from the simple and elementary 
expedient of repeating a melody, a shoddy 
way of making a composition last. After a 
while the conclusion was reached that one 
repetition of a melody was sufficient, and 
then came the introduction of a second sub- 
ject. Once that was realised there was little 
else to know about form, though people 
talked with bated breath about those things, 
and the Germans, having exhaustive minds, 
wrote long books on very small points. The 
rest was all illustrations, examples, calculated 
exceptions, and so on. When it was seen 
that the first subject, complete in its melody 
and structure, com one unit and could 
be followed by another, composers were well 
on the way to the solution of their problems. 
Several diferent avenues could then be taken, 
and all were explored in turn. The term 
“lied” was simply applied to one type of 
form, in which the first movement was re- 
peated after the second one, in the manner 
of a sandwich, and this type, the song type, 
had been extensively developed by the Ger- 
mans. It had been handed down historically 
as a sort of orthodox plan, and composers 
used the form without quesfion, as one 
signed ‘“ Yours faithfully.” 

After a while composers sought to lengthen 
their compositions, and the more serious- 
minded saw that it was a cheap way to do so 
by repeating two melodies alternately. They 
saw that a sandwich could be made in- 
definitely with something different between 
the bread each time, and compositions of 
that character—the rondo—began to appear. 
Then it occurred to them that with that plan 
there was nothing to signify that they had 
come to an end. One of the most instinctive 
human feelings was that it was necessary to 
make it obvious when one had come to the 
end of a thing, and most people had been 
guilty of writing “I have to catch the post,” 
so that they shoald not finish a letter 
abruptly. — lie was founded 
on a really valuable artistic perception, 
which explained the singing of “ Amen.” 
Inventors saw that by a very simple device 
they could make a rondo satisfactory in that 
respect, and that the important thing was 
to eee that the last constituent was always 
the second repeated. There must be three, 
and perhaps four, intermediate subjects, but 
the feeling of being thrown back to the be- 
ginning by the concluding movement gave a 
sense of completeness. 
SYMPHONY ARCHITECTURE. 
In the ordinary form of a classical sym- 
phony the important movement, the first, 
was nearly always written on the same plan, 
that was, in sonata form. Form in music 
was the same thing as structure in melody, 
and each section of a symphony could be 
analysed, and would be found to comprise 
ite first and second sections. Credit for this 
form was always given to Beethoven, though 
it was not due to him eolely. However, he 
took the 'lied” form, gave the first move- 
ment a first and second subject, which con- 
sequently both appeared in the last move- 
ment, while the middle movement, instead 
of being anything in the way of a 
subject at all, was devoted to playing 
about with tanes already given. That was 
called the development section. 
Sometimes the tunes were turned upside 
down; sometimes played with the left hand 
or in other keys; in fact, composers with fea. 
tile minds could find innumerable devices. 
After the concluding recapitulation some- 
thing was needed to give a finishing touch 
It was called a coda, and might consist only 
of half a dozen chords. People were 
frightened of a word like “coda,” but it only 
meant something to mark the end. Beethoven 
was the inventgr of the coda, but, 
inventors, was Yery fond of his own child, 
ana, in order to avoid anything stereotyped, 
sometimes went so lar as to introduce a new

NAVAL AND MILITARY 
INTELLIGENCE. 


(FROM OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT IN IRELAND.) 

In regard to members of the Officers’ Training 
Corps who are candidates for admission te an 
Officer Cadet Unit, it has been decided that officers 
commanding contingents of the Officers’ Training 
Corpse may forward recommendations at any time 
after the candidate has reached the age of 18 
years. Cadets so recommended will not, however, 
be posted to an Officer Cadet Unit until they have 
attained the age of 18% years 

Authority has been given for an advance.of £8 
for each cadet of officer cadet units, to be expended 
on clothing under the orders of the officer command- 
ing the unit. On being! commissioned, cadets will 
draw £42 outfit allowance, instead of £50 

It has been decided that warrant officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and men who are appointed to 
fill a vacancy in the establishment of a unit at 
home, such as a command dépét, military con- 
valescont hospital, training school, etc., having an 
authorised war establishment, are to be borne super- 
numerary to the establishment of their battalion, 
regiment, etc. 

It has been decided that in future members of 
pioneer battalions are to be paid at infantry rates 
only. Warrant officers, non-commissioned officers, 
and men who have already been graded as pioneers, 
and granted the 2d under the conditions hitherto 
in force, will, however, continue to draw the higher 
Those whe are 
pot in receipt of the extra 2d. will be eliguble for 
working pay on the same conditions as infantry 
soldiers. 

The Army Council has issued a circular prohibit- 
ing the introduction of automatic gaming machines 
in regimental inatitutes, the use of such machines 
being Ulegal under tho, Lotteries Act. 

Approval has been given for the transfer of 
temporary Second Lieutenant J. N. McMillen, 7th 
Service Battalion Koyal Dublin Fusiliers, at present 
attached to the 3rd Battalion, to the 18th Reserve 
Battalion Royal Irish Rifles. 

Colour-Sergeant Patrick Doogan, late Permanent 
Staff, Sth Royal Munster Fusiliers, and Colour- 
Sergeant William Bauress, late Permanent staff 
Kildare Rifles Militia, have each been awarded the 
silver medal for meritorious service, together with 
an annuity of £10.

Patriotic Fund for totally disabled soldiers and 
sailors and dependents of deceased Ulster Volunicers 
a gold and silver gift collection was inaugurate! 
this afternoon in the Ulster Minor Hall, when the 
Imdv Mayoreas (Lady M‘Cullagh) and the Countess 
of Clanwilliam attended to receive gifts of antique 
and modern gold and silver ornaments or jewellery, 
ete. These articles will be disposed of, and the pro 
ceeds added to the fund. 

The Lady Mayoress, who was introduced by Dr. 
Wm. Gibson, J.P., expressed the pleasure it gave 
her to take part in those very interesting proceed- 
ings. She hoped the ladies and -entiemen present 
had brought such gifts as would be useful to the 
committee, and expressed the wish that the scheme 
would be a success. .

The State of Ireland. 


Sir Reger Casement has been found 
guilty of high treason, and has been 
sentenced to death. In his statement 
from the dock yesterday he said that 
he had been tried “not by the civilisa- 
tion of the twentieth century, but by 
the brutality of the fourteenth.”"- We 
ask Irishmen who may have a senti- 
mental sympathy with Sir Roger Case 
ment to contrast his trial with that 
which would have been received in Berlin 
by a German traitor to Germany. Sir 
Roger Casement was tried under a Statute 
of the fourteenth century because the 
charge and circumstances of treason re- 
main unaffected by time, just as a high 
tribunal has now. decided that they are 
not affected by ‘place. The trial was a 
model of the finest justice and impar- 
tiality, and will be so regarded by 
students of law and policy throughout the 
civilised world. The sérvices of eminent 
counsel were put at Sir Roger Casement’s 
disposal, and we may here congratulate 
Mr. t Sullivan on the new distinc 
tion ‘which, by his conduct of the 
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assist Germany, but to protect Ireland. 
The Court held in law, and the law con- 
that acts which weaken the King’s power 
strengthen” and comfort the King's 
enemies. Sir Roger Casement must now 
pay for that crime the forfeit of his life. 
The greater part of Sir Roger Case 
ment's public career was spent in the 
honourable service of his country. We 
do not know at what time, or in what 
circumstances, the mental and moral per- 
version began which has caused that career 
to end miserably in a traitor s doom. His 
present state of mind is important only 
because it reflects the state of mind which 
produced the recent rebellion in Ireland. 
Sir Roger Casement had brought himself 
to a temper in which England was the 
arch-enemy and all England's enemies were 
Ireland's friends. He and the men whom 
he sought to serve by his last mission had 
got completely out of touch with the reali- 
ties of life... They were dominated only 
by hatred of England. A wise love of 
Ireland had no place in their thoughts or 
actions, for they sought to exchange Bri- 
tish rule in Ireland for German rule. 
‘Goaded by a persistent mis-reading of 
history, they planned to remove Ireland 
from the Imperial liberty which she now 
enjoys, and to submit her to the odious 
tyranny under which Prussian Poland has 
groaned for generations, and Alsace 
Lorraine for forty years. It is probable 
that some of these rebels were high- 
minded and unselfish men; it is certain 
that many of them were brave. The fact 
remains that they plotted ruin for Ire 
land, and that they were a grave danger 
to their country and to the Empire. The 
rebellion has been suppressed, but the 
movement which provoked it is not 
dead. We speak what every Irishman 
knows when we say that, counted by heads, 
the Sin Fein Party is stronger to-day 
than it was before the rebellion. The 
discontent and imsane hatred of England 
which’ begat the rebellion still smoulder 
in many parts of Ireland. The badges 
of the Irish Volunteers and of the Irish 
Republic are still worn freely in the 


| streets of Dublin. There are still many 


thousands of our people whose sympathies 
are against the Empire in the present war, 
and who, like Sir Roger Casement, admit 
no judgment save that of the Ireland of 
their distorted dreams.* We do not 
mention these facts for the sake of inviting 
political controversy. We mention them 
only because any plans for the present or 
future government of this country must 
take them into the fullest and gravest con- 
sideration. 

Before the rebellion the British Govern- 
ment, advised by the leaders of the Na- 
tionalist Party, refused to take any action 
against the growing danger. If the 
British Government continues to be ad- 
vised by the Nationalist Party, it will be 
equally blind and foolish after the rebel- 
lion. Mr. Lloyd George s scheme of settle- 
ment will not-propitiate Irish disloyalty. 
On the contrary, it will inflame disloyalty, 
for the whole of Ireland, loyal and dis- 
loyal, is bitterly opposed to the idea of 
partition. If a Home Rule Government 
is established, it will be resisted from the 
outset by a very large body of disaffected 
men. It will be.a weak Government, for 
at the moment when he is threatened with 
the leadership in an Irish Parliament, 
Mr. Redmond is at the nadir of his in- 
fluence. It will be an embarrassed 
Government, because the difficulties pro 
duced by partition will be serious and 
innumerable. It will be a Government 
without any prestige of past successes or 
prospect of stability. To such a Govern- 
ment Mr. Asquith proposes to commit, in 
the throes of our greatest war, the control 
of that part of our vast Empire which is, 
from the military point of giew, the most 
important of all One thing is obvious, 
although in Ulster, in Dublin, and at 
Westminster there has been a conspiracy 
of silence about it. If England intends, 
as the result of the rebellion, to give a 
half-measure of Home Rule to two-thirds 
of Ireland, she must make full naval and 
military provision against the failure of 
her experiment. Nodoubt, Mr. Asquith will 
explam to Parliament. how this necessity 
will accord with the other necessity of 
getting on with the war. Under Mr. 
Lloyd George's proposals large bodies of 
troops must be kept permanently in Ireland. 
Yet so blind are some Nationalists to these 
inevitable conditions of Mr. Lloyd George's 
scheme that their official newspaper actu- 
ally complains of Sir John Maxwell’s 
presence at Tuesday's meeting of the 
Cabinet. Jt says that this was an un- 
constitutional procedure, and of sinister 
omen for an Irish settlement. We do not 
dispute the latter statement, but we urge 
the country. to look facts in the face. If 
the Government is going to make a mid- 
war adventure in Ireland, it must secure 
the Empire against the dangers of that 
adventure. Sir John Maxwell is today 
the chief guarantor of the peace of Ire 
land. His responsibility will be greater, 
not less, if Mr. Lloyd George s scheme 
becomes law. We welcome his presence at 
the Cabinet meeting as proof that Ministers 
are beginning to appreciate tlie facts of 
the situation.

iat Bukharest in which the military chiefs 


are participating, and an Athens message 
asserts that “serious decisions” are 
imminent. It is certain that the silent 
and oool-headed men who control the 
destinies of Rumania—especially the 
Premier, M. Bratiano—must be anxiously 
reviewing their country’s attitude in the 
light of the new situation. Until a short 
time ago M. Bratiano’s policy of absten- 
tion seemed to be abundantly justified. 
He had been hotly attacked by the pro 
Ally party in Rumania for failing to 
seize what that party regarded as the 
great opportunity presented , by. the 
Russian conquest of Galicia in the spring 
of last year. The wisdom of his refusal 
to take action at that time, however, was 
vindicated by the results of the great 
“drive” in which Marshal von Macken- 
sen swept the Russians out of Galicia, 
and removed Russian protection from the 
exposed flank which the ical con- 
figuration of Rumania offers to Austria-

tions. There is reason to believe, indeed, 
that the Allied Ministers at Bukharest 
‘learnt the facts from the Government, 
‘and warned the Allied Governments that 
King Constantine had entered into secret 


Rumanian Premier's policy of abstention 
was justified by the event. Throughout the 
winter and spring Rumania, invested in 
the ring of tefritory in the occupation of 
the enemy, has maintained her neutrality 
with impartial.firmness. Today, how- 
ever, M. Bratiano and his colleagues have 
to adjust their attitude to a situation 
in rapid process of transformation. 
The Russians are moving forward again, 
and this time they do not suffer 
from that artillery deficiency which com- 
pelled their retreat last year. They have 
already, by their clearance of the Buko- 
vina, restored protection to Rumania’s 
exposed flank to the north, and they are 
threatening through the Carpathian 
passes that plain of Transylvania which, 
inhabited as it is by people of 
Rumanian race, she cannot expect to 
bring under her rule unless her arms 
have helped in its release from the 
Austrian yoke. In the south also the 
situation is reversed. A Rumanian journal 
observes, in reference to the Allies’ 
action in compelling the restoration of a 
constitutional régime in Greece, that the 
protecting Powers have never conferred a 
greater benefit on Greece since Navarino. 
Bukharest is watching the, development 
of the position in Greece with intense 
interest. ‘The decree of general de 
mobilisation is already issued, and the 
general election is to be held during the 
next few weeks. Rumania’s policy can- 
not remain unaffected by the eventual 
adherence of Greece to the Allies if the 
election restores M. Venezelos to the con- 
fidence of the King and the people alike. 


Enemy Aliens. 


Last night the Marquis of Lansdowne 
in the House of Lords, and the Home 
Secretary in the House of Commons, de 
fended the Government against charges 
of laxity in respect of internment of 
enemy aliens. They disposed of some of 
the wilder stories which have gained 


currency -as to sinister activities on the 
part of persons of enemy nationality, and 
shook the life out of such phrases as 
“the unseen hand,” to ‘which popular 
and ill-informed suspicion of the Govern- 
ment had given expression. There is this 
much excuse for public mistrust—that up 
to a year ago the Government. had really 
been lax. Many months of agitation were 
required before it took the precaution of 
appointing an Advisory Committee—semi- 
judicial in character—to investigate every 
case which came before it on appeal from 
a general order of internment. Mr. 
Joynson-Hicks was to that extent justified 


in saying that public opinion has been 
ahead of the Government all along in 
regard to this question. The Home Secre- 
tary stated last night that something more 
is to be doneto put the-country on the safe 
side. Commissioners have been appointed 
specially to inquire into the circumstances 
in which enemy aliens continue to live 
and move in so-called prohibited areas. 
Measures will be taken to examine 
some abscure points connected with 


naturalisation procedure. On the whole, 
however, the Government had a 
reasonable defence against its critics. 
Enemy aliens are only left at large 
after a searching investigation of their 
cases by the Advisory Committee. The 
number is 22,000 out of the 750,000 Ger- 
mans and Austrians who were in the 
British Isles at the beginning of the war, 
and 10,000 are women. Of the 12,000 
men at large many, though of enemy 
nationality, belong to races which were 
oppressed by the enemy Governments, and 
cannot be suspected of wishing to help 
them. Others are old or helpless through 
infirmity or disease. Various other 
reasons account for trust in the good-will 
or the inability to wound of most of the 
remainder.

A number of influential British Union- 


ists have intimated to their leaders that 
in no circumstances will they vot 
setting-up of a Home Rule Parliament in 
Ireland, and some of these members have 
informed their election committees that 
when, if ever, the guestion comes before 
the House they will take an independent 
line.

The members of the deputation of Irish 
Unionists have nearly all returned to 
Ireland, and the small Committee left 
behind to watch their interests intends to 
leave London on Saturday. The members 
of the deputation will hold consultations 
with those whom they represent as soon 
as possible to report on their mission. 

It is understood that, though no deci- 
sion has yet been made, it is possible 
that the Duke of Connaught will be in- 
vited to act as representative of the King 
in Ireland in the event of a settlement 
being reached. It is said to be the wish 
of the King that this should he, while 
the Duke, himself would not be averse 
from living in Ireland again for a time. 
Some years ago, when the Duke gave up 
the post of Inspector-General of the Medi- 
terranean Forces, it was proposed that he 
should replace Lord Aberdeen, who was 
willing to retire in his favour, but the 
Duke was not anxious to take the post 
while the country was unsettled as re- 
gards permanent government.

It appeared from 
one of the editions that all the great difficul- 
ties of adjustment which would follow upon 
the exclusion of Ulster were to be reserved 
not only until after the war, but until after 
the Conference of all the Dominions which 
was to discuss and arrive at a new constitn- 
tion for the whole Empire. That did not ap- 
pear in any proposal communicated to the 
Press. But there was a more important dif- 
ference that related to the real status which 
the excluded counties were to hold under the 
scheme. In the Press communica@qn there 
was to be a sora of local option to be allowed 
the several counties as to whether they would 
come in under Home Rule or not. That did 
not appear in Mr. Redmond’s edition.

A MOST DEPLORABLE CIRCUMSTANCE.

CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS. 


Mr. ASQUITH, replying to a number of 
questions dealing with the conseientious ob- 
jectors’ question, said—The precedure to be 
adopted by the War Office in the case of 
soldiers, ander Army Order 10, of 25th May, 
1916, sentenced to imprisonment for refusing 
to obey osders, is as follows:—The first step 
is to sift out cases where there is prima 
facie evidence to show that the offence was 
the result of conscientious objection to mili- 
tary service. For this purpose, all court- 
martial proceedings on conscientious objectors 
will be referred for scrutiny te the War 
Office. With negard to the cases of those 
who have been before a tribunal, the records 
will be consulted. If the data thereim are 
not sufficient, further investigation will be 
made. Answers to categorical questions will 
be required, and those who have knowledge 
of the man’s antecedents, such as ministers 
of religion, may be consulted. With regard 
to those who have never been before a 
tribunal, the first step will be to require 
them to answer the categorical questions 
which the tribunal might have put. If the 
information is supplied, investigation will 
take placé in all cases where a prima facie 
case is established. The Army Council will 
depend on the advice of the Central Appeal 
Tribunal, or a committee of the tribunal, 
who have consented to lend their assistance 
for this purpose. lf the information is 
refused, in all cases where the plea is not 

the prisoner will remain under 
control. His sentence will be at 
ited to detention, and he will be 
sent to a detention barracks to undergo his 
sentence [he men who are held to be 
genuine conscientious objectors will be re- 
leased from the civil prison on their under- 
taking to perform work of national un- 
portance under civil control. They will be 
transferred pro forma to Section W. of the 
Army Reserve. and they will cease to be 
subject to military discipline or the Army 
Act, go long as they continue to carry out 
satisfactorily the duties imposed on them.

Rather more than 
10,000 of these were women, all of whose cases 
had been specially examined. Some of these 
women had been given special certificates ot 
exemption, whilst in many cases they were the 
mothers of families of chilaren who were 
British born, and were, therefore, British 
subjects. In the Government’s opinion, any 
clear necessity had not been shown to intern 
these 10,000 women in internment camps. As 
a rule, the fathers of these children had beea 
interned. This left 12,000 men, but of these 
there was a considerable number of Czechs in 
this country who had fled from Austria, and it 
woulda, in his opinion, absurd to intern 
them. Uther aliens included in the total of 
12,000 were some 4,000 people who, though 
aliens, were friendly aliens, who, though born 
in Austria and Germany, were bitterly 
opposed to those countries. were ala;

A small 
minority of the people of the country were 
ponent in a = Ag m various parts of 
England and Wales, in respect to which the 
(Government had found it necessary to in- 
stitute prosecutions, of which some members 
of Parliament had complaimed.

MR. STUART WORTLEY.

country. He was pleased to hear the Home 
Secretary state that in his opinion it was not 
desirable that people should be naturalised as 
British subjects while they retained their 
allegiance to a foreign State.

THE IRISH PRISONERS. 


Mr. JOHN O'CONNOR referred to the 
position of the Irish prisoners who were in 
custody of the Home Office, suspected of 
having participated in the recent rebellion in 
Ireland. Many of these men, he said, were 
wrongly interned, and he asked for an as- 
surance that their cases wonld be investigated 
ax quickly as possible by the Advisory Com- 


mittee. 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL said that the 
Committee Tegan iis formal sittings last 
week. It had already disposed of more than 
a hundred cases. It was engaged daily in 
hearing appeals, and was prosecuting its in- 
quiries with the utmost despatch. 

The affiendment for the reduction of the 
vote was rejected by 56 to 16.

The Lord Chief Justice pointed out that 
there was no evidence that it was a diary 
mó by the prisoner. 

e Attorney-General then called attention 
to the point that they had the ticket found 
in one of the coats for a journey from Berlin 
to Wilhelmshaven, and then asked what did 
the prisoner want with the code when he had 
left Germany. Some of the codes read: 
“ Further rifles are needed,” “ Will send plans 
about landing as.” What did it mean? 
It meant that plans would be necessary for 
another landing of troops and ammunition. 
The Attorney-General concluded by saying 
that in these bloody and critical days the jury 
had a serious duty to perform, and if they 
considered that the Crown had proved the 
case it was a duty from which they could not 
and dare not shnnk. 


THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE. 


The Lord Chief Justice at once began his 
summing up in grave tones. His opening 
words were: “ This is a trial of supreme im- 
portance. The charge against the prisoner is 
the gravest known in Íaw.” Then, after a 
pause, he joined in the tribute to the way in 
which the case for the defence had been con- 
ducted, and made general ition of the 
way in which all counsel assisted the 
Court. His Lordship then got back to the 
enormity of the crime of treason. At all 
times, he «aid, to betray the King—that is the 
State, that means the country, and that means 
those of us who are subject to the King, who 
live in 4 common society—is, and must ever 
be, the most odious charge. But treason in 
time of war, by adhering to the King’s 
enemies’, by aiding and comforting the King’s 
enemies when all persons in this country are 
making sacrifices to resist the enemy, when we 
are all combined, whatever our views may be, 
to defeat the common enemy—treason in these 
times is almost too grave for expression. It 
is because one must feel that, that I desire to 
caution you in this case to judge of it, as all 
criminal] cases must be considered and judged, 
calmly and dispassionately; and let me re- 
mind you that it is very nec , in a case 
of this description, where ap din have 
thought it right and necessary for the par- 
poses of their case to introduce political con- 
siderations, to concentrate your attention 
closely and exclusively upon the evidence be- 
fore you. Here let me tell you what has been 
said by the Attorney-General, endorsing the 
view presented to you by Mr. Sullivan, that 
it is for the Crown to satisfy you beyond 
reasonable doubt that the prisoner is guilty of 
the charge against him. It is not for the de. 
fence to disprove it. 

POLITICS IN IRELAND. 

Proceeding, the Lord Chief Justice said 
they had heard much about politics in Ire- 
land. For himsélf, he always felt anxiety in 
u court of justice when there was any possi- 
bility of the introduction of political passion. 
Justice was ever in jeopardy when passion was 
aroused. They must pay ne more attention to 
what had been said with regard to the condi- 
tion of ireland before the war and after the 
war than was necessary in order to understand 
the circumstances in this case, but more par- 
ticularly to do justice to the defence which 
had been set up. He urged them not to allow 
themselves to be influenced by any political 
opinion. I cannot, said his lordship, 
but think that counsel the defence 

aid the highest compliment to the 
En lish Bar that could be imagined, when he 

the courage to address you as he did 
esterday upon Ireland. It is all to the good 
t it was done. He did it in the interests 
of his client, to present to you his client's 
point of view, so that you might be able to 
ge his client’s mind. Coming to the 
itself, his Lordship asked how, and under 
what circumstances, did the prisoner go to 
Germany. They had no evidence that he 
went there other than his overt acts. His 
Lordship explained the meaning of overt acts, 
and said that, although half-a-dozen might be 
charged, one overt act proved would call for 
a verdict of guilty. But before convicting 
the prisoner they mast be satisfied of his in- 
tention and purpose. Counsel for the defence 
had told them it was difficult to define the 
mind of an Irishman. You never really, said 
his Lordship, can get at the actual thought 
passing through a man’s mind except by con- 
sidering his actions. A man’s intentions are 
to be gathered from his acts, and he must be 
held to have intended the natural and reason- 
able consequences of his act. It was open to 
the prisoner to go into the witness box and 
be cross-examined, but he did not do so. 
Why did the prisoner arrive in this way in 
Ireland? Why did he hide in a fort and give 
a false name? Why did he carry a “‘ code,” 
and, more important, why did he drop that 
when arrested? How was it that Germany 
allowed him to leave Germany, and how was 
it that the ship was painted with the Nor- 
wegian colours, and before she went 
down she flew the German flag’? If arms had 
been landed in Ireland to help those who 
wished to create discontent at that time, it 
would have been very useful in assisting the 
enemy, and consequently would be weakening

THE PENSIONS ACT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sira,—I must orse every word that Mr. 
White has written on the above subject. 
have no knowledge of the working of the Act 
in England, but as far as this country is con- 
cerned, the Statutory Committee has already 
proved, after months of wasted time, its in- 
ability to cater for Ireland. It is really 
childish—I may say English—to think that a 
big pension scheme like this could be worked 
- & Commitige sitting in London, composed 

ost entirely of Englishmen, and having 4s 
much work as they can do to look after the 
needs of England alone. The Act itself never 
comemplated such a thing. It is provided in 
it that a sub-committee of Irishmen should be 
set up, having ite office in Dublin, to adminis. 
ter the Act for this country ; and I am aware 
that such was the expectation and intention of 
the late Chief Secretary and Under Secretary. 
But, for some reason or other, this provision 
in the Act has been altogether ignored. 

The London Committee has, no donbt, 
called upon the County Councils and Borough 
Councils to appoint local pension committees, 
through which it is proposed to work this Act, 
but the response has been small, only three 
counties (to which, however, I must beg leave 
to add the County Carlow) having so far 
formed committees—chiefly, I think, as a pro- 
test against the non-appointment of the sub- 
committee for Lreland, and the unrepresenta- 
tive composition of the Londan Committee. 
Any way, the present machinery in Ireland 
for administering this most necessary Act— 
practically a debt of honour by the ‘whole 
pray te eeu its ‘disabled soldiers and sailors 
—is utely inadequate, and under present 
cireamstances Ireland will be kept out in the 
cold, and get none of the benefits of this Act. 

The question has become all the more acute, 
by reason of the fact that the setting up of 
this Statatory Committee in London has trans- 
ferred work formerly done, and ably done, by 
local charitable associations, into the hands of 
this new y. I am informed that the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families’ Association 
has recently received notice from the National 
Relief Fund Committee that on and after June 
30th all supplies from that source will be 
stopped, and that applicants must in futare 
apply to the local pensions committees—which 
in some counties do not exist, and in those 
already so provided no funds, as far as É know, 
are in possession for immediate use. Anyone 
can see what a chaos there will be in this 
country in respect of these claimants after 
June 20th. I am not in sympathy with those 
County Councils who through protest have 
declined to form county local committees. 
think we should all do what we can to assist 
the working of this Act, and I am 
glad to learn from Mr. White’s letter 
that two voluntary bodies—i.c., the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society and 
the Automobile Club—are doing the work 
for the County Dublin which this London 
Committee ought to be doing. But it should 
not be left entirely to voluntary associations, 
and I hope that public opinion in this country 
will raise its voice in support of its righte 
under this Act—namely, that an Irish sub 
committee should be at once formed in Dub- 
lin, to look after the needs and requirements 
of our Irish soldiers and sailors who have 
given of their best for thrs country. 

The Statutory Committee has been voted one 
million by Parliament for the purposes of this 
Act, and the local committees are authorised 
to solicit subscriptions from the public to 
supplement that amount. What an Irish snb- 
committee would be required to do, amongst 
other things, is— 

lst. To see that Ireland got her full share of 


that million pounds. 

2nd. To guarantee to those who respond to 
the appeal for funds for this purpose that 
their money wonld be spent in Ireland, and 
for the benefit of Irish soldiers. 

I do not want to raise controversial subjecta, 
but I think that this is a matter in which we 
should look to our own, and esnecially when 
Parliament in passing the Act clearly foresaw 
the Irish demand, and provided for it.—Yours, 
etc., WALTER Kavanaan.
